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Now  that  the  summer  lull 
in  Wisconsin  numismatics  is 
almost  over  and  the  fall 
show  season  is  about  to  be- 
gin, lets  all  ask  ourselves 
what  we  have  done  to  further 
the  hobby  in  our  state  and 
local  areas. 

Have  you  really  promoted 
the  hobby  or  are  you  sitting 
back  saying  let  "Joe”  do  it. 
When  was  the  last  time  you 
recruited  a member  for  your 
local  or  state  organization? 
When  was  the  last  time  you 
volunteered  for  a job  that 
needed  doing?  When  was  the 
last  time  you  showed  the  non 
collecting  public  the  fun 
and  enjoyment  you  are  gett- 
ing from  our  hobby? 

You  might  ask  yourself, 
why  should  I take  the  re- 
sponsibility? The  answer  to 
this  question  is: 


1.  If  all  the  members 
felt  this  way,  the 
hobby  would  not  grow 
and  our  clubs  would 
gradually  lose  mem- 
bership. I am  sad  to 
say  that  this  is 
what  is  happening  in 
many  clubs  and  state 
organizations  today, 
including  NOW. 

2.  If  the  hobby  does 
not  continue  to  grow 
who  will  be  around 
when  you  want  to 
dispose  of  your  co- 
llections? High  pri- 
ces will  not  contin- 
ue if  there  is  no 
demand . 

3.  Bringing  a new  coll- 
ector into  the  hobby 
is  one  way  of  making 
friendships  that  wi- 
ll last  the  rest  of 
your  life. 

In  order  to  reverse  the 
slow  decline  in  club  member- 
ship, the  clubs  should  adopt

Baxter.  This  booklet,  pub- 
lished by  the  International 
Economic  Research  Bureau  of 
New  York  City  traces  finan- 
cial changes  since  the  de- 
pression of  1929,  when  few 
people  used  checks  or  even 
knew  what  a checking  account 
v/as  • 

In  this  period,  in  1935 
the  federal  government  back- 
ed our  dollars  with  10  bill- 
ion in  gold  reserves,  and  by 
1949  this  had  grown  to  24 
billion. 

In  I960,  our  dollars  are 
not  backed  by  gold,  and  the 
silver  is  also  gone  from  our 
coinage,  v/hich  means  we  ex- 
ist on  "fiat  money",  v/hich 
has  no  entrinsic  value  and 
is  backed  by  nothing. 

As  the  government  v/rest- 
les  the  inflation  problem 
thru  cuts  in  credit,  we  find 
ourselves  in  a position  wh- 
ere we  do  not  even  know  the 
extent  of  the  national  debt 
outstanding.  We  are  also  be- 
yond our  capacity  to  tax  to 


bring  our  economy  back  to 
the  "even"  point.  This  v/as 
recently  highlighted  when 
the  Social  Security  system 
ran  out  of  funds  briefly. 

Baxter  feels  that  part 
of  the  v/orldv/ide  problem  is 
the  over  concentration  of 
v/ealth  in  the  hands  of  the 
fev/.  This  is  manifested  by 
corporations  running  at 
capacity  and  earning  noth- 
ing! The  corporate  profit 
lies  soley  in  the  last  15%* 
The  paper  industry  for  inst- 
ance must  run  a six  or  seven 
day  v/eek  to  post  a profit! 

Sounds  like  the  signs  of 
the  times  doesn’t  it?  V/ell, 
the  interesting  (and  a bit 
spooky)  part  of  this  booklet 
is  that  it  was  printed  and 
published  in  1959!

For  Ailing  Clubs

The  following  list  of 
suggestions  is  offered  from 
an  area  coin  club  as  a guide 
to  potential  success  in  sti- 
mulating interest  and  atten- 
dance at  meetings. 

DO  ADVERTISE  - 7 days  in 
advance  of  the  meeting,  send 
a brief  notice  to  your  local 
paper  listing  date,  place  Zc 
time,  plus  the  program  part 
of  your  meeting.  As  a commu- 
nity service,  it  should  get 
free  ink;  newspapers  are  al- 
ways looking  for  small,  fil- 
ler articles.  Keep  it  brief 
and,  if  possible,  list  a 
phone  number  for  information 
purposes.  You*d  be  amazed 
how  many  potential  new  mem- 
bers will  call  for  general 
information ! 

DO  HAVE  A BULLETIN  - Send 
a bulletin  or  notice  of  mee- 
tings to  your  regular  mem- 
bers so  that  they  receive  it 
three  or  four  days  prior  to 
the  meeting.  Copy  services 
are  inexpensive;  postage  is 
a bit  high.  This  may  cost, 
but  people  have  to  be  re- 
minded. 


DO  HAVE  AN  INTERESTING 
PROGRAM  - Allow  about  45  mi- 
nutes for  programming.  Slide 
shows  with  text  are  avail- 
able from  the  A.N.A.  - don't 
overlook  the  Early  American 
Coppers  Club  and/or  the  Civ- 
il War  Token  Society  which 
also  have  very  interesting 
slide  presentations,  avail- 
able for  postage  costs.  As  a 
suggestion  to  getting  mem- 
bers involved,  have  a forum 
and  discuss  dealers  - their 
advertising,  grading  & serv- 
ices. Give  your  local  deal- 
ers equal  time.  You'd  be  a- 
mazed  how  many  members  have 
dealt  with  different  dealers 
across  the  land. 

DO  & DON'T  - Do  have  a 
club  auction  if  possible; 
don't  overdo  it;  keep  it  sm- 
all. If  possible,  publish 
auction  lots  in  the  bulletin 
notice  to  members. 

DON'T  FORGET  THE  JUNIORS 
Give  them  something  and  keep 
it  free.  Have  members  donate 
pieces  to  the  club;  let  a 
junior  make  a selection  from 
this  free-bee  pile  just  for 
attending;  have  a few  auc- 
tion lots  for  juniors  only. 
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DO  - Introduce  new  memb- 
ers and  guests.  In  fact,  in- 
troduce the  old  members  and 
guests  too.  Amazingly,  some 
members  do  not  know  each 
other. 

DQN*T  FORGET  - the  nu- 
mismatic press.  See  that  all 
new  members  are  offered  (at 
their  option)  a sample  copy 
of  Wisconsin’s  Numismatic 
Weekly .

Many  people  who  study 
the  history  of  V/isconsin 
have  found  out  that  most  of 
today’s  cities  that  have  a 
river  running  through  them, 
were  at  one  time  two  or  more 
villages.

Athens  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Fox  river, 
Brooklyn  on  the  south  side, 
and  three  miles  up  river  was 
Algoma.  The  name  of  Athens 
was  changed  to  Oshkosh  in 
1839,  and  the  north  and 
south  sides  were  incorpora- 
ted as  a city  in  1853* 

Algoma  remained  a vill- 
age by  itself  until  1836 
when  it  merged  with  Oshkosh. 

Although  the  name  Brook- 
lyn was  never  officially 

given  to  the  south  side,  it 
remained  as  a nickname  for 
many  years  a-';’ter  Oshkosh 
became  a city. 


The  south  side  of  Osh- 
kosh has  had  its  Brooklyn 
park,  Brooklyn  firehouse, 
Brooklyn  brewery,  Brooklyn 
dairy,  Brooklyn  dance- 
hall,  etc... 

Of  the  many  steamboats 
that  plied  the  Fox  and  V/olf 
Rivers,  one  was  named  "The 
Brooklyn."  "The  Brooklyn" 
was  built  in  1863*  It  was 
133  feet  long  and  a stern 
wheeler,  that  traveled  be- 
tween Oshkosh  and  Green  Bay 
until  it  was  dismantled  in 

1883. 

I have  many  things  in  my 
collections  of  Oshkosh  ma- 
terials, referring  to  the 
past,  however,  I only  have 
two  numismatic  items  with 
the  name  Brooklyn  on  them. 

One  item  is  a token  from 
the  Brooklyn  sample  room.  A- 
round  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury, taverns  were  referred 
to  as  sample  rooms.  Frank 
Theodore  Koplitz  ran  the 
Brooklyn  sample  room  for 
many  years.  They  had  various 
tokens  for  their  business, 
but  only  one  with  the  name 
Brooklyn  on  it.

The  other  item  is  a 
badge  from  the  Brooklyn  Lo- 
dge. The  Ancient  Order  of 
United  V/orkmen  (A.O.U.W.) 
had  two  Lodges.  The  Oshkosh 
Lodge  ^51  was  organized  Jan- 
uary 10,  1879  and  met  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Wednesday 
of  each  month.  The  Brooklyn 
Lodge  #57  was  organized 
March  1,  1879  and  met  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Thursday 
of  each  month.  The  two  lod- 
ges had  a combined  member- 
ship of  over  200  and  was 
grov/img  steadily  in  1882. 


Brooklyn,  Wisconsin  is 
gone  now,  not  really  a ghost 
town,  it  remains  only  in  the 
memories  of  the  ’’old  timers” 
and  marked  on  these  two  num- 
ismatic treasures  in  my  Osh- 
kosh memorbilia  collection.

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NEV/  FACE,  NEW  COINAGE

V/ith  the  announced  April 
30  abdication  of  Queen  Jul- 
iana of  the  Netherlands,  co- 
llectors may  anticipate  a 
new  portrait  of  Princess 
Beatrix  on  this  country's 
coins  and  bank  notes. 

Timed  on  the  42nd  birth- 
day of  Princess  Beatrix, 
Queen  Juliana’s  announcement 
came  as  a complete  surprise 
to  this  small  European  nat- 
ion. Like  her  mother  before 
her,  the  Queen  seeks  to  ab- 
dicate because  of  her  ad- 
vanced age  of  71 -years. 


”As  one  gets  older,”  the 
Queen  said  before  Dutch 
television  cameras,  ”one 
realizes  sooner  or  later 
that  one’s  powers  decrease 
and  that  one  cannot  fulfill 
one’s  duties  as  before.  I 
feel  I’ve  taken  a right  de- 
cision, and  I hope  that  you 
will  understand  it." 

Juliana  ascended  the  th- 
rone on  Sept.  4>  1948  follo- 
v/ing  the  abdication  of  her 
mother,  Queen  V/ilhelmina, 
who  was  of  sound  mind  and 
body.  Abdication  appears  to 
be  becoming  a tradition  in 
the  House  of  Orange,  which 
hasn’t  had  a king  on  the 
throne  of  the  Dutch  nation 
since  V/illiam  111  in  1890. 
Princess  Beatrix’s  eldest 
son,  the  12-year  old  Willem 
Alexander,  will  become  the 
Crowned  Prince. 

Eyebrows  were  raised  in 
1966  when  Princess  Beatrix 
married  the  German  diplomat 
Claus  von  Amsberg.  The  hat- 
red the  Dutch  felt  for  the 
Germans  because  of  V/orld  War 
11  produced  a number  of  sm- 
oke bombs  during  the  wedding 
festivities  and  demonstrat- 
ors numbered  about  1 ,000. 

However,  since  then,  Prince 
Claus  has  courted  the  hearts 
of  the  Dutch  and  won  their 
respect. 
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Despite  Princess  Beat- 
rix’s and  Prince  Claus*  "li- 
beral” friends  and  tenden- 
cies, most  politicians  in 
the  country  agree  that  the 
couple  will  take  over'  the 
reigns  of  government  with- 
out any  major  difficulties. 

Portraits  of  Oueen  Jul- 
iana is  fairly  common  on 
coins  and  not-so-common  on 
the  notes  of  the  Netherlands 
and  its  dependencies. 


One  of  the  earliest  por- 
traits is  illustrated  on  the 
five-gulden  note  (P-13) 
the  Netherlands  New  Guinea. 
Queen  Juliana  appears  with 
jeweled  earing  and  necklace 
and  there  is  a faint  trace 
of  the  royal  tiara. 

An  uncomplimentary  por- 
trait of  Queen  Juliana  app- 
ears on  the  face  of  the  1949 
one  gulden  note  (P-72). 
Wearing  jeweled  earrings  and 
a broach  pin,  there  is  no 
trace  of  the  royal  tiara. 

Coins  illustrating  the 
Dutch  Queen  are  many.  How- 
ever, the  most  common  por- 
trait has  to  be  the  one  sho- 
v/n  on  the  2. 5-guldens  coins 
of  1962  (Y-62).  Here,  the 
Queen  faces  right  and  is  be- 
decked in  jeweled  earrings 
and  wears  a jeweled  snood. 

A second  and  older  por- 
trait is  contained  on  the 
25th  anniversary  of  reign 
(1975)  commemorative.  Here, 

the  Queen  has  shed  her  royal 
jev/elry  and  appears  much 
as  she  does  today.
